Article  27 :  Motion  was  made  by  Howard  Keach  and 
seconded  by  John  Svibruck  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  designate  Swazey  Lane  a  Scenic  Road  per  RSA  253  : 
17  and  18  (inserted  by  petition) .  After  some  discussion 
Moderator,  Peter  W.  Smith,  at  the  request  of  the  Se- 
lectmen, stated  that  the  petition  did  not  comply  with 
State  Statutes,  therefore,  he  would  have  to  call  it  illegal. 
The  Statutes  require  certain  things  to  be  done  and  this 
was  not  complied  with.  After  considerable  discussion, 
John  Stevenson  moved  the  question.  Article  27  was  then 
passed  over. 

Article  28 :  Move  by  Stephen  Wellington  and  second- 
ed by  Winifred  Jordan  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission  to  operate  in 
Bethlehem  and  approve  the  application  of  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  23  of  U.S.  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as 
amended.  That  said  New  Hampshire  Housing  Commis- 
sion is  authorized  to  sponsor  a  project  to  lease  any  of 
the  following  dwellings  accommodations  or  a  combina- 
tion thereof:  (a)  existing  standard  housing;  (b)  reha- 
bilitated housing;  (c)  newly  constructed  housing;  the 
total  amount  of  the  foregoing  not  to  exceed  10  units. 
After  some  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and 
carried. 

Article  29:  ($1,500.00  appropriated)  Motion  was 
made  by  Howard  N.  Keach  and  seconded  by  Louis  Ber- 
gersch  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  hire  a  person  to  enforce  the 
leash  law  ordinance  and  to  seize  and  impound  unre- 
strained dogs.  This  person  to  be  known  as  Dog  Officer, 
whose  payment  should  be  determined  by  the  voters  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  not  to  exceed  $1,500.00.  Ed- 
gar Davis  moved  that  the  Article  be  amended  to  read 
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"whose  payment  not  to  exceed  $25.00  per  f urrial  animal 
apprehended  and  impounded."  Seconded  by  Mark  Down- 
ing. After  considerable  discussion  the  amendment  was 
duly  voted  and  failed.  The  original  Article  was  then 
voted  upon  and  carried. 

Article  30:  Acted  upon  by  ballot. 

Article  31:  Under  Article  31  to  transact  any  other 
business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting:  A 
resolution  was  offered  by  George  T.  Noyes  and  seconded 
by  0.  R.  Underhill  that  Selectmen  Davidson  have  a 
speedy  recovery  since  he  was  unable  to  be  with  us  at 
this  meeting.  Resolution  carried. 

A  resolution  was  also  offered  by  0.  R.  Underhill  that : 

1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appoint,  within  the  next  30 
days,  a  special  committee  to  make  a  preliminary  study 
of  the  problem  created  by  rising  Bethlehem  property 
taxes  and  to  explore  (a)  means  of  increasing  the  Town 
income  through  methods  other  than  the  property  tax. 
(b)  Possibilities  of  increasing  the  "Real"  net  assessed 
valuation  of  the  Town  in  such  a  manner  that  the  prop- 
erty tax  load  will  be  distributed  to  a  greater  extent,  (c) 
Possibilities  if  any,  of  reducing  Town  operational  costs. 

2.  That  this  special  committee  be  required  to  report  to 
the  Town,  no  later  than  the  end  of  October  1974.  (a) 
the  result  of  the  study,  (b)  their  recommendations  rel- 
ative to  further  action,  (c)  their  estimates  of  the  cost 
of  carrying  out  such  action.  Resolution  seconded  by 
John  M.  A.  Rolli,  duly  voted  and  resolution  carried. 

John  M.  A.  Rolli  then  read  a  letter  received  from  Gov- 
ernor Meldrim  Thomson,  Jr.,  making  a  resolution  "Do 
you  favor  the  construction  of  an  oil  refinery  in  New 
Hampshire  so  long  as  it  meets  all  environmental  re- 
quirements?" Seconded  by  Curt  Sanborn.  An  amend- 
ment was  offered  by  Eleanor  Stephenson  to  add  to  the 
resolution,  "and  is  welcomed  by  a  simple  majority  of 
the  voters  of  the  community  where  it  will  be  located". 
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Question  was  then  moved  and  seconded  by  Bruce 
Brown.  A  vote  was  then  called  on  the  amendment. 
Amendment  failed.  Original  resolution  was  then  voted 
upon  by  division  vote.  In  favor  of  the  resolution  95; 
against  15.  Resolution  carried. 

With  no  further  business  to  legally  come  before  the 
meeting  a  motion  was  then  made  by  Alistair  MacBain 
and  seconded  by  John  Stevenson  that  the  meeting  be 
adjourned.  Meeting  adjourned  at  10:55  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  the  Bethle- 
hem School  District: 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  is  with  pleasure  that 
I  submit  my  first  annual  report  to  you. 

During  the  past  year  (1973-1974),  there  were  271 
students  enrolled  at  the  Bethlehem  Elementary  School 
with  an  average  daily  membership  of  255.2.  There  were 
91  tuition  pupils  attending  schools  outside  the  district, 
89  enrolled  at  Littleton  High  School  and  2  at  the  White 
Mountains  Regional  High  School. 

This  year  there  are  292  pupils  attending  Bethlehem 
Elementary  School,  grades  K  through  8.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  103  tuition  students.  The  tuition  rate  is 
$1,300.00. 

The  1974-75  school  year  has  been  significant  in  the 
Bethlehem  School  District  for  a  number  of  reasons,  not 
the  least  among  them  is  the  organization  of  the  Profile 
School  District  in  cooperation  with  the  Lafayette  Re- 
gional School  District.  The  formation  of  this  unit  will 
now  provide  for  the  education  of  youngsters,  grades 
seven  through  twelve. 

The  school  will  offer  these  communities  an  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  a  community  school  linkage,  not  now 
commonplace  among  most  school  districts.  The  citizens 
of  Bethlehem,  the  Bethlehem  Board  of  Education,  and 
the  Profile  Board  of  Education  have  diligently  worked 
towards  resolving  the  educational  issues  by  enlisting 
the  aid  of  all  people  and  will  continue  to  do  so  as  the 
school  moves  from  the  drawing  board  to  reality  in  the 
fall  of  1976. 

Here  at  the  Bethlehem  School,  under  the  judicious 
leadership  of  Principal  May,  the  staff  has  been  able  to 
deal  with  the  shortcomings  of  space  and  still  provide  a 
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quality  educational  experience.  The  renovations  in  the 
upper  level  of  the  auditorium  have  provided  two  addi- 
tional teaching  stations  which  provide  for  flexibility 
of  program  while  retaining  a  philosophy  of  continuous 
progress  achievement  for  each  student.  Quantitative 
data  and  subjective  analysis  indicates  that  Bethlehem 
students  are  keeping  pace  and  in  many  instances 
reaching  beyond  the  levels  of  achievement  established 
by  national  average. 

However,  it  is  my  responsibility  to  caution  the  peo- 
ple of  Bethlehem  that  needed  adjustments  in  space  allo- 
cations and  additional  staff  assignments  will  be  neces- 
sary to  continue  with  the  rapid  enrollment  growth  of 
the  school.  If  the  quality  standards  of  the  staff  and  high 
expectations  of  the  community  and  the  Board  are  to 
remain  as  high  priorities,  a  commitment  to  increased 
allocations  must  be  voted.  The  new  Profile  School  Dis- 
trict can  be  no  more  successful  in  their  programs  than 
the  success  rendered  by  a  sound  fundamental  education 
at  the  elementary  level. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education  for  their  efforts  over  the  past  year. 
Their  continued  support  has  been  an  invaluable  asset. 
I  would  also  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  staff  of 
the  Bethlehem  School  for  their  dedicated  service  to  the 
young  people  of  the  Bethlehem  School  District.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES  REPORT 

for  the  School  Year  1973-74 

Physical  appraisals  were  given  by  Frank  Dudley, 
M.D.,  to  all  students  in  grades  1,  4,  7,  and  8,  all  new  stu- 
dents, and  all  students  participating  in  intramural 
sports.  A  total  of  138  students  were  examined.  Six  de- 
fects were  noted  and  the  parents  informed. 

The  vision  of  all  students  was  tested  and  34  referrals 
made. 

Hearing  tests  were  given  to  students  in  grades  1 
through  4,  and  grade  8.  Seven  referrals  were  made. 

Dental  inspections  were  done  on  all  students  and  re- 
ferrals made  as  necessary.  Thirty-one  students  were 
treated  in  the  dental  clinic  by  R.  H.  Enderson,  D.M.D. 
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Dental  inspection  of  grade  4  students  was  done  by  the 
state  dental  hygienist  in  connection  with  the  state's 
special  dental  health  program  for  grade  4. 

The  Proctor  and  Gamble  Crest  program  of  dental  in- 
struction was  given  to  grade  3.  Special  instruction  in 
brushing  and  flossing  was  given  to  grade  4  by  the  state 
dental  hygienist  as  part  of  the  state  program,  with  fol- 
low-up conducted  by  the  teacher  and  nurse. 

Mrs.  Blanchard,  Mrs.  Congdon  and  Mrs.  Miller  par- 
ticipated in  American  Red  Cross  first  aid  training. 

Monthly  workshops  for  all  school  nurses  were  given 
by  White  Mountain  Community  Services. 

The  assistance  of  Mrs.  Catherine  Fay,  RSVP  volun- 
teer, with  vision  testing  and  heights  and  weights  is 
especially  appreciated.
